During April and May, 67 percent of the second -quarter 1949 plan for retail 
trade turnover was completed by State and cooperative organizations of Leningrad 
City. Leading trading organizations completed the plan during April and May as 
indicated: .Administration of Industrial Markets (head, Selivenkin) 75 percent, 
Eirovskiy General Store (director, Eotiyenkc)74 percent, and "Fasaazh" general 
Store (director. Yogorov) 72 percent. Lagging in the fulfillment of the plan 
were the • Leningrad Main Administration of Restaurants (bead, Goritekiy) and the 
Leningrad "Oastronom" (director, Kurvits). In comparison with May 1948’, sales 
of agricultural products to the population rose during May 1949 as follows: 
butter 220 percent, meat ,l40 percent, and potatoes 50 percent. 


Ihe May plan for average daily operations by organizations of Leningrad 
public utilities was completed as follows: by trolleys 100.1 percent, by 
trolleybuses 102, by buses 112, and by passenger taxis 100.4. Increase in 
average dally operations during May 1949 over May 1948 was as follows: -for 
trolleys 160 percent, for trolleybuses 24, for auto buses 22, and for passenger 
taxis 29. The May plan for carrying passengers was completed as follows: by 
trolleys 93 percent, by trolleybuses 131. and by buses 132 > La comparison with 
May 1948, passenger traffic during May 1949 was as follows: by trolley 85 percent, 
by trolleybuses 112 and by buses 116. 


Water-supply stations fulfilled the May plan for delivery of watsr to consu m ers 
100.5 percent, achieving in output of water a rise of 2 percent over May 1948. 
Delivery of gas to all subscribers rose 130 percent in May 1949 in comparison with 
Kay 1948o lie total number of living quarters having gas facilities us of 1 June 
194-9, was 171 percent of the figure for 1 Juno 1948. 
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
